Don’t you suppose, Mr. Business Man, that the peo- 
ple, the consumers, do a little thinking for themselves? 
Don’t you understand, can’t you understand, that 
confidence is the one basis upon which you can ever 
hope to conduct successful business relations? 

What matters it that you should or should not have 
a certain position in the paper, for your advertise- 
ment, if you keep faith with the people? 

How can you expect the public to believe that, at 
the very beginning of the season, you, the rain-maker, 
the magician, are giving away your wares for little 
more than one-half their value? 

Why are the people not flocking to your store? 

Why are others dropping from the list of your 
patrons? 

Because your advertising, your method of talking 
to the public, has been at fault. 

And those who do believe the statements in your 
slam-bang announcements have been educated by your 
system to wait until you come out with another “sac- 
rifice.” 

You lose at both ends. 

In the meantime a golden harvest is being reaped 
by your dollar-for-dollar, nothing-for-nothing, pro- 
gressive competitor across the way. 

Once again confidence has been murdered. 

Confidence, in a way, is like a cat. 

It has a great many lives. 

But it is never killed twice in the same place. 








SERVICE—efficient service—is a wonderful thing 
which can be given in ways too numerous to mention. 
In dealing with just one division of serv- 

Service ice. i. e., that which the manufacturer 

and ‘. 
What It Is. gives the dealer, merely the barest out- 
lines can be discussed. 
Most manufacturers have been educated up to the 


point where they realize that there are many ways of 
giving their dealers service, aside from producing de- 
pendable goods and assuring quick and complete ship- 
ment. The manufacturer realizes that in order to be 
successful and develop and increase the volume of his 
business, the dealers who order their stock of a par- 
ticular product from him must have a corresponding 
increase in sales. Excellent goods and prompt atten- 
tion to the delivery of orders, help, but the firm who 
are really progressive do not let service to dealers stop 
there. 


The live manufacturing company realize that adver- 
tising service is one of the most profitable existing 
forms of attaining success and also that if the producer 
conducts some publicity work from the standpoint of 
his dealers and gives them the benefit of it. the manu- 
facturer will not only profit himself, but make the deal- 
ers permanent, loyal customers. Large manufacturing 
companies usually have their advertising manager, 
who is an expert in the line and putting his efforts at 
the disposal of small dealers, who cannot afford such a 
luxury as an advertising specialist, never goes unap- 
preciated. Many firms who manufacture get out a 
series of complete advertisements with cuts and copy, 
leaving a blank space at the bottom for any dealer’s 
name. The dealer may have any of these advertise- 
ments, constructed by a high-salaried expert, for the 
asking, and have them inserted in any paper they 
choose. That is one form of real service to dealers. 


Manufacturers also should bear in mind that the 
receipt and shipment of an order doesn’t mean every- 
thing. After the goods are in the dealer’s hands it is 
helpful and a stimulus to future business for the manu- 
facturer to show a little real interest in the disposal of 
the product to an ultimate consumer. A personal let- 
ter now and then, or a beneficial suggestion as to sell- 
ing, will prove to the dealer that his business is re- 
membered and that his success in the struggle for 
existence is of interest and even importance to the 
manufacturer. Retailers are frequently furnished 
with attractive window displays by manufacturers and 
it is possible for the producer, in a thousand and one 
different services, to show the dealer his interest. 
Service means many things and efficient, 100 per cent 
service is giving the best in every way to those upon 
whom your success or failure depends, just as they 
are giving you the best that is in them to make your 
business what you want it. The manufacturer who is 
always thinking up new and helpful selling hints to 
give his dealers is the one who knows what genuine 
service means. 
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Any man, regardless of what his calling in life may 
be, must start somewhere, and the best thing to do is 
to start right. The public schools are

organizations, within the schools, such as the school 
bank, library and newspaper, which tend to develop 
the young mind with principles of economy, honor and 
system, are flourishing and showing the forethought

The newest organization to recognize and stimulate 
the forces of ultimate success in school boys and girls 
has come into existence in Chicago in the office of 
County Superintendent of Schools E. J. Tobin. This 
new organization is called the American Association 
of Achievement and its purpose, as stated by one of 
its officials, is “to discover, encourage and recognize 
through the medium of schools, initiative, industry and 
achievement on the part of the young people of the 
entire country, and to lend such aid as may be pos- 
sible to the expression of latent talent and ability.”

It is good to know that the younger generation have 
every opportunity given them for starting right and 
developing the various mental, physical and moral 
forces which form the fundamentals of success. 

Today the growth and prosperity of the country 
depends upon the men who have proven themselves 
capable and efficient and their incentives for starting 
right very seldom originated outside of their own 
minds and bodies. They could not enjoy the benefit 
and encouragement of associations organized solely for 
their future success. With the formation and success- 
ful work of such organizations the standards of 
efficiency in every industrial and commercial pursuit

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THERE are many qualifications which the success- 
ful advertiser must possess, but one of the most im- 
portant is application.

Advertising. cessful, and in advertising the winner is 

the man who does not forget that 
“Rome was not built in a day.” The first principles 
of profitable publicity work have undergone very fe\ 
radical changes and while the money-making adver- 
tiser of today is building modern ideas, they are rest- 
ing on the same foundation which supported the work 
of the earliest successful advertisers. 

In placing an advertisement in trade journal, 
newspaper or magazine it is seldom that one inser- 
tion will obtain satisfactory results. The readers of 
the particular publication in which the ad appears 
must be given time, not only to see and read, but to 
absorb it. This assimilating process may take three 
or four or even five appearances of the advertise- 
ment, but in the end application will prove its worth 
and the advertiser will discover its value by the in- 
crease in the volume of his business. Many a gold 
prospector has quit his claim in disgust, when the 
next shovelful of earth he turned would have dis- 
closed to him wealth untold; many a man has thrown 
up his position, discouraged, when his next pay en- 
velope would have contained the substantial raise he 
coveted. 

Stick to it and do it right. People are more or less 
careless in reading advertisements and it is seldom. 
if ever, that they get more than a line or two at the 
first glance. An amusing evidence of the carelessness 
of the public in reading advertisements hurriedly is 
seen in the following little anecdote. When Miss 
Glynn’s famous novel “Three Weeks” was first drama- 
tized it played for a week at the Davidson Theatre 
in Milwaukee. The book had not been read so ex- 
tensively in the Wisconsin city as elsewhere and the 
people didn’t realize what they were going to see. 
About Wednesday Mr. Schmalz said to Mr. Krauss: 

“Aren’t you going to the show at the Davidson? 
It’s a corker.” 

“Oh,” replied Krauss, “I guess I'll wait till next 
week. It’s going to run three weeks, you know!” 

The value of constant application has been drilled 
into us ever since our schoolroom days, and it forms 
just as important a factor in our everyday life as it 
does in advertising. Everything and everyone is 


trained by application and just as wild animals are 
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ade the clowns and slaves of men by continuous 
aolication, so are our minds trained to bring us 
riciency and success by applying ourselves untir- 
ngly and in the right spirit to our duties.

\ wee bit o’ nature dropped out of life the other

And yet De Maupassant, Balzac, Flaubert, Zola and 
others could find no better canvas for their work than

I had seen Scotty almost daily trudging along labori- 
ously, doggedly in the face of stinging winds and 
whipping sleet, ploughing vindictively through deep- 
banked snow. 

He had a way of lowering his head and setting it 
against the storm, like a bull charging. 

He was not one to speak freely of himself, and it 
may be because of the natural secretiveness of the 
man that few were aware of the hidden gold in his 
heart. 

It was by the merest accident that I came to learn 
his story. 

About eighteen years ago, when Scotty was still in 
his twenties, his young wife died, leaving in his care 
the two little ones that had come to brighten their 
humble lives. One was a boy. The other, a wee, dark- 
eyed tot of six months, was a girl. 

Upon Scotty and his dead wife’s mother now de- 
volved the burden of caring for the motherless tittle 
folks, who were far too young to appreciate the 

enormity of their loss. 

For a while things ran along evenly enough and the 
babes grew and thrived under the watchful eyes of the 
grandmother and “Daddy.” 

Then, one day, the big strike broke and Scotty, like 
thousands of others, was soon in the ranks of the job- 
less. 

Daily he went in quest of work—work of any kind, 
but ail in vain. 

There was no work to be had in Chicago those days. 
How little we dream of the tragedies of others! 
We are so wrapped up in ourselves that we never 


stop to lift the fallen, to comfort the poor heart that 
is breaking. 

We are so selfishly taken up with the pursuit of 
weal that we find no time for the consideration of the 
pangs and ills of humanity about us. 

When it became evident that employment for Scotty 
was out of the question, they effected a change in the 
order of things in the littie household. 

He was now forced to remain at home with the lit- 
tle ones, while “grandma” went from door to door, 
along the boulevard, practically begging for work. 

Many days there were when the tots stood waiting 
for hours at the window for the return of the faithful 
soul who would assuredly not come back to them 
without food for their hungry little mouths. 

All through the period of the strike he and she, 
united through their love for the innocent children, 
struggled on against terrific odds. 

And now the skies cleared away and better times 
came to be and humble prosperity attended the little 
home. 

The tots are now up and.doing for themselves. 

And, supreme, contemptuous irony of Fate, Daddy, 
who was every inch a “mon” in the caring for them, 
is gone. - 

Through the long years, he was never remarried. 
Faithful to the trust imposed upon him, he gave all to 
his little ones. 

What greater lesson of clean manhood and simple 
morality could be found in the biographies of our most 
famous men? 

Truly it is in the lives of the humble and unlearned 
that the strongest, greatest love is seen to live.

PLATE HOLDER PATENTED. 


Jules F. Reney, Brandon, Manitoba, Canada, has 
secured United States patent No. 1,097,189 for a 
plate holder, comprising the combination of a handle 
having a plurality of arms integral with and depending 
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from the forward extremity thereof, parallel cross

bars carried by the depending arms, metal strips se- 
cured to the cross bars, the outer strip adapted to be 
hent at right angles at the forward extremity thereof, 
to form a flattened securing surface while the inter- 
mediate strips are twisted near their forward extremi- 
ties so as to lie flat against the securing surface, of a 
lever pivotally carried by the handle, an arm integral 
with and depending from the forward extremity of 
the lever, and a lever handle extending beneath the 
first mentioned handle.

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SCHOO]. ARITHMETIC AND BUSINESS 
ARITHMETIC. 





The question of the distribution of costs and esti- 
mating profits is peculiarly a vexed question. Mr. H. 
C. Lenington in the Southwestern Merchant brings to 
light many interesting points in the following article 
on the subject: 

A retail merchant bought a suit of clothes at whole- 
sale for $16. How much would he have to sell it for 
to make & profit of 25 per cent? 

This is a problem found in a school arithmetic used 
in Dallas. This department of the book was called 
“Gain and Loss.” The result as given in the key to 
answers found in the back of the volume was $20. 

That does very well for a boy in the fifth or sixth 
gr:de at school. But, for the man conducting a retail 
clothing store, the real question is: “How much would 
a merchant lose who figured his profit and loss account 
in this manner?” 

[ have sprung the following problem to several of 
our school boys: A retailer handled a stove costing 
him wholesale $10. He wished to make a profit of 10 
per cent. His cost of doing business he estimated at 
18 per cent. What should be his selling price? 

The answer is not $12.80 but $13.80. 

My way of figuring has caused some excitement 
among our school teachers, who claim that I have not 
worked the example correctly. They seem to think that 
this is just a “grafting” way the merchants have of fig- 
uring up their profits. In the problem of the suit pur- 
chased at wholesale for $16 and sold for $20, the dif- 
ficulty is not so much with the method of working the 
problem itself as it is with the things the problem 
takes for granted. As a simple problem in percentage 
it is correct, because 25 per cent of $16 is $4 and the 
sum of $16 and $4 is $20. This method is probably 
correct from a pedagogical point of view, because in 
the school room every problem must be simplified to 
the comprehension of the student. 

The school boy is not interested in (but the business 
man must know) just how that percentage figure is 
found. If at the end of a year he figures his profits 
on the basis of his total sales, the method is wrong. If 
he figures his profits on the basis of the sum total of 
the purchase money turned over to the jobbers and 
manufacturers for goods sold during the year, the 
method is correct. But, in actual practice, most mer- 
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chants figure profits on the basis of total sales. Ap- 
plying this percentage of profit computed on the basis 
of total sales to the purchasing price of any individual 
item has been the reason why many seemingly pros- 
perous merchants have left bankrupt estates to their 
widows and heirs. 

The science of cost accounting is a very recent study, 
but a very important one. Each kind of business has 
had to work out its own particular problems in this 
direction, but even in its more general phases it is just 
now beginning to receive attention on the part of text- 
book writers. It is therefore no reflection on our 
schools or teachers to point out the fact that there is 
much confusion in the minds of those to whom we or- 
dinarily look for direction. 

sut that there is a great deal of confusion cannot 
be questioned 
business world itself that it readily accounts for the 
large proportion of business failures that occur every 
vear and for the bankrupt estates of apparently pros- 
perous business men. 

The problem of the stove is one of comparatively 
simple percentage. The confusion very naturally arises 
in applying percentage figures originally arrived at on 
the basis of total sales to the individual sale. 
the terms of the problem clearly in mind we must know 





a confusion that is so current in the 


To get 


just how the percentages with which we deal are ar- 
rived at. Suppose, for illustration, that a retail mer- 
chant is going over his last year’s business. 
that he finds that his total sales amounted to $10,000. 


Suppose 


That includes every last cent he took in over the coun- 
ter. In other words, that $10,000 exactly equals the 
gross total selling prices on merchandise sold during 
1912. Now he goes over his books again and finds 
that his various necessary expense items, rent, salaries, 


depreciation, bad accounts, etc., amount to $1,800. 
That $1,800 is just 18 per cent of $10,000, his gross 
salés. If he made $1,000 profit(net), that is 10 per 
cent on the same $10,000 gross sales. The cost of doing 
business added to the profit therefore equals 28 per 
cent, not of the cost of the merchandise, but of the 
selling price of all the merchandise sold. The first 
cost of the merchandise is found by adding the busi- 
ness charges ($1,800) and the profit ($1,000) together, 
making $2,800, and subtracting this from the $10,000, 
the answer being $7,200. This is 72 per cent of the 
$10,000 gross sales. 

Stated concisely, this means that the $10,000 gross 
sales equals 100 per cent, of which 18 per cent is the 
cost of doing business, 10 per cent the profit and 72 
per cent the cost of merchandise at first hand. 

In pricing an article, you have the cost of the ar- 
ticle as charged to you by the jobber or manufacturer 
—the selling price must be figured. From the figures 
and percentages compiled from the last year’s record 
(as per above) you know the cost of the article is 72 
per cent of the selling price you must charge if you 
are to continue to do business on the same basis. 

The stove was billed to you at $9.25 and the freight 
charge brought this cost to you up to $10. Many peo- 
ple who are not familiar with the practice of business 
may imagine that you are charging that 75 cents in 
twice—once on the cost of the article, and again in the 


































































cost of doing business. Of course this is a mistake, 
as the first carriage costs are charged to the merchan- 
dise account and not general expense. If the cost 
price is 72 per cent, the selling price (100 per cent) 
is found to be $13.889. This may perhaps be made 
still clearer by showing that costs and profits can be 
figured on the basis of first merchandise cost, but the 
percentages would then be different. 

Take the same figures as above: Cost of doing busi- 
ness, $1,800; net profit, $1,000; cost of merchandise, 
$7,200 ; total sales, $10,000. But $1,800 is not 18 per 
cent of $7,200, but 25 per cent. The $1,000 profit is 
not 10 per cent of $7,200, but within a slight fraction 
of 14 per cent. 

With these latter percentage figures, the same prob- 
lem of the stove can be worked on the basis of the cost 
price of the merchandise. Now the cost is 100 per 
cent: cost of doing business, 25 per cent, and prof 
nearly 14 per cent. The selling price is therefore 139 
per cent. That is to say, as we have already shown. 
that 18 per cent on the selling price is equal to 25 per 
cent on the cost price, and 10 per cent on the selling 
price is equal to 14 per cent (nearly) on the cost price. 
Adding 25 and 14 per cent together, we have 39 per 
cent to be added to the cost price, 39 per cent of $10 
(the cost of the stove) is $3.90, making the selling 
price $13.90. The difference of one cent between this 
and $13.89 as figured the other way is merely the slight 
fractional difference in estimating ‘the profit at 14 per 
cent, which strictly speaking is just one-ninth of one 
per cent too much. The whole matter with problems 
of this class is to make your gross figures consistent. 
If vou figure out your percentage on gross total sales, 
make your percentages apply to selling prices—don’t 
switch them unconsciously to cost marks. 

We have emphasized the importance of figuring 
cests on the selling price instead of on the cost price, 
because the former method is more generally used, is 
easier, and on the whole much simpler. , 

It can be done the other way, but the same method 
of figuring must be used on the individual items as on 
the annual volume of business. Confusion at this point 
is fatal. ; 

An old story goes that a certain man had a horse 
that cost $50. Later he wished to sell the animal and 
met a horse trader who offered to sell the horse for $75 
if the owner would allow him a commission of 33% 
per cent. It looked like a nice profit. The horse was 
sold and the trader handed over just $50, or $75 less 
one third for commission. There was no profit in the 
transaction because the owner did not think to figure 
on the selling price rather than on the original cost. 
The same figuring will bankrupt any retail merchant. 

In the discussion of this kind of a problem, the mere 
arithmetic may bother some merchants, but much of 
the difficulty others find is not mathematical at all. The 
idea that a buyer at retail is compelled to pay $3.90 
more to the retailer than the retailer paid to his job- 
ber or manufacturer is more often the stumbling block 
to the right -omprehension of the solution of this prob- 


lem. 
Every retailer should be prepared to show his cus- 


tomers just how it would cost the manufacturer vastly 
more to place the same stove in the buyer’s home than 
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is ever charged by any reputable retail dealer. % j¢ 
manufacturer who attempts this must be prepared {o 
advertise in every national and local publication 1.14 
by householders, and this would be not only a vast « .- 
pense in the aggregate, but one that would be felt _» 
every individual sale made. Delivery charges are {.; 
heavier on such individual shipments than on the ca.- 
load lots that retailers handle. Then errors and mi-- 
understandings would constantly arise in ordering an 
delivery and all the way down the line there would be 
expenses that would greatly overbalance the thrifty re- 
tailer’s method of doing business. 

In the retail store the customer can see exactly the 
article that is to be delivered, he can take it or leave 
it—someone will want it tomorrow if not today. There 
are no long delays and few disappointments. The re- 
tailer attends to all the mass of detail incidental to or- 
dering from a distance. 

A case comes to mind now of two brothers in a 
northern city who manufactured stoves and consigned 
their products directly to consumers. The stove was 
a good one and a jobbing friend pointed out where he 
could handle the distribution of their stoves more eco- 
nomically for them than they could for themselves. 
One brother saw it this way, but the other did not, and 
thev fell out over the matter, finally settling it by the 
first brother selling out his interest in the business to 
the other. Then this first brother set up in business 
for himself, manufacturing practically the same stove 
under another name and selling it through the jobber 
and retailer. The two stoves retailed at the same price 
(except when some retailer for one reason or another 
saw ft to reduce the regular retail price) and both 
prospered. Cutting out the “middle man” does not 
reduce prices—frequently it raises them. 

The retailer is performing a real service—and a 
service that has its costs as well as its profits. The 
Good Book says: “And the servant is worthy of his 
hire.”” He earns it and he should get it. If he does 
not he will soon be brushed aside and another will per- 
form the service and receive the reward. 

Right now the public is busy figuring up the “high 
cost of living,” and laying the blame for same on the 
present method of distribution. And the investigations 
now going on are no doubt a good thing. The light 
never hurt any institution or any method that had any 
real value. But retail merchandising was never so ef 
ficient as it is today. Never before were retailers so 
anxious to discard wasteful methods and te adopt 
more progressive and more economical ones. This 
very discussion of how-to figure profits is such an in 
dication. It means that in the future there will be 
fewer failures and far better service than ever in th 


a. 


past. 

The retailer is here to stay, but the twentieth cen- 
tury store is benefiting by the criticism of the failures 
of the past.

SPRING GUN PATENTED AND ASSIGNED. 





Charles F. Lefever, Plymouth, Michigan, has se- 
cured United States patent No. 1,097,244 for a spring 
gun, which he has assigned to the Daisy Manufactur- 
ing Company, Plymouth, Michigan.

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PLAN TO WIPE OUT EVILS OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Proposals for national legislation, the object of 
which would be to wipe out chronic conditions in the 
country’s labor market, thus striking a blow at the 
evils of enforced idleness among the ranks of labor 
in the United States, were made a few days ago by 
the United States Commission on Industrial Relations 
at Washington, District of Columbia. 

The proposed legislation, if adopted, would .estab- 
lish a national bureau of labor exchange to be op- 
erated in conjunction with the department of labor. 
The central office of this bureau would be located in 
Washington, while branch offices would be maintained 
in other cities. There would also be a clearing house 
for each of several districts or zones in which the 
country would then be divided. This bureau would 
have full power to establish and conduct free public 
employment offices. 

The National Bureau also would have jurisdiction 
over all private employment offices doing an inter- 
state business, in this manner coming under federal 
jurisdiction; and also with bureaus accepting work- 
men for shipment to other states. It is said the most 
important service of this bureau would be to gather 
and distribute accurate information on the subject of 
the labor market in various localities, this information 
to be circulated so that it would be within easy reach 
of all those seeking employment or laborers. 

On the face of it the proposed legislation might seem 
well and good to the over-optimistically inclined, to 
the Micawbers who are forever waiting for something 
to turn up, or again to the shallow, unthinking idiot 
who is content to take conditions as they exist without 
question, appeal or protest. 

Personally, I have ever been of the opinion that this 
little old world of ours would be a mighty poor place 
to live in were it not for the stimulus, the occasional 
bracer that enlivens our mental processes, thanks to 
some straight-forward, level-headed fellow who is not 
afraid to do a little thinking on his own account and 
who, having once arrived at a solution is. man enough 
to speak his opinion. 

It is not good to be over-contented. The man who 
fails to see a flaw in the universal scheme of things, 
social, economic and political, is a sleep-ridden, hope- 
less, shiftless sort. 

As a matter of fact the achievements of progress are 
due not to the contented, indolent sluggards whose 
eternal plea throughout the history of the world has 
been to let well enough alone; but to those stronger, 
stancher, more rugged souls who, albeit hopeful of 
the eventual outcome, believed it, nevertheless, their 
duty to force that eventuality and bring about, if pos- 
sible, the consummation desired. 

And this. brings me back to the contemplated legis- 
lation on the subject of labor bureaus. 

The champions of this movement practically admit 
that something is wrong with our economic system as 
that system applies to labor. A most serious admis- 
sion indeed. It is doubtful that a more stinging in- 
dictment can be returned against a nation than to ac- 
cuse her justly of neglecting the cause of labor. 


That a feeble attempt to repair the harm already 
done seems now to be in contemplation argues \ ell 
for the individuals supporting the proposed legislation, 
but does not in any sense palliate the wrong done })y 
our national government in neglecting for so long one 
of the greatest trusts imposed upon it. 

I am given to believe that the economic and po- 
litical body of a nation is constituted very much along 
the same lines as those which define the physique of 
the individual. Serious defects, ailments, diseases, de- 
mand heroic treatment. Amputation is prescribed for 
the useless limb which endangers the health and life 
of the human body. No mere formula of mummery 
and sooth-saying will do the work required. In other 
words, superficial treatment of a serious malady can 
serve but to aggravate the diseased condition. The 
same in legislation. 

All the 1abor bureaus in the world or anywhere else 
will avail mighvy little if there is no work for the 
toiler. On the other hand, if by reason of prosperous 
national conditions, labor should become plentiful, we 
would have but little use for labor bureaus. 

It seems to me that our learned friends in Wash- 
ington are putting the cart before the horse. They 
are trying to cure a tooth ache where a much more 
serious condition exists. It is not labor bureaus the 
country needs at the present time so much as it is just 
plain common labor and plenty of it. Bureaus will 
merely eat up « few more thousand dollars each year 
without creatitig work for the unemployed. The prop- 
osition savors of the academic. Theorists are danger- 
ous men in this age and country. It is the practical, 
that which has been tried and proven good, which is 
wanted. 

A school boy of ten can conquer the world on a sheet 
of foolscap. He might not be able to give an opponent 
half his size a drubbing in the gymnasium. That’s the 
difference between practice and theory. 

And there are a great many men in public life today 
who are conquering the world—on foolscap.

Springtime Important Period for Hardware Dealers

LAWN MOWERS. 

have often been given to wonder what could be 
the ailment from which all too many hardware deal- 
ers and clerks appear to 
suffer. They seem to think 
that their work has been 
well done when once they 
have answered the ques- 
tions of a customer, lost his 
sale through indifference, 
or sold a bill of goods out 
of sheer good luck. I do 
not mean to be hypercrit- 
ical. But, judging the mat- 
ter from my personal view- 
point, I must say that I see no advantage to be gained 
from mincing words on such a subject as this. 

The trend of business during the past twenty years 
has taken on many features, the adoption of which 
would have been scouted by merchants of a previous 
generation. 

.Time was, in the history of all branches of com- 
merce, when the mutability of progress was looked 
upon with the eye of suspicion by the ultra conserva- 
tive class occupied in business pursuits. 





With another age came the spirit of she new era. 
And not the least important and significant feature 
of this spirit was the gradual awakening to the fact 
that the hardware dealer, if he would be a success, 
must of necessity respond to the call of each succeed- 
ing season. That is to say that he must in all the 
various departments of his institution, wherever and 
whenever an appeal is to be made for the patronage of 
the consumer public, typify and suggest in so far as 
it rests with him to do so, the season which is in 
progress or is about to begin. I have intimated, per- 
haps too broadly, that the realization of this necessity 
was borne in upon a large majority of hardware deal- 
ers. Such was not my thought. For although many 
enterprising and aggressive retailers have long since 
appreciated the value of suggestion, as this word has 
come to be known in the handling, displaying and 
advertising of merchandise, yet an appalling percent- 
age have elected to jog along in the rut of yesterday. 
What was good enough for their sires and grandsires 
will do very nicely for them. 


They must not be disturbed. In the cob-webbed 
haze of the good old days they live content. 

Anything that savors of progress jars them, irri- 
tates their nervous system, hurts their over-developed 
sense of lethargic repose. 

Little wonder that an aggressive competitor, open- 
ing a store in the vicinity, has soon outdistanced his 
slip-shod fellow in the craft. 

The importance of featuring and pushing season- 
able goods cannot be over-estimated. 


The best season of the year for the hardware dealer 
is undoubtedly the spring. 

There is such a wide range of articles and materials 
in season at this time that the dealer who is properly 
equipped and who realizes the importance of making 
an intelligent and well organized spring campaign, 
cannot fail to reap a handsome increase in business 
in return. 

Seasonable goods should now be displayed in the 
windows and in prominent places on the sales floors. 

Any message of appeal to the consumer public in 
general or to individuals as prospective customers, 
should likewise suggest seasonable goods. 

Perhaps the most important hardware commodity 
of early spring is the lawn mower. The word alone 
suggests a world of valuable information, which should 
be at the finger tips of every hardware dealer and 
hardware clerk in the country. 

But, alas, how many are there whose knowledge of 
this indispensable commodity is limited to the handle 
of the machine? 

Let us say that you are showing three different 
grades of lawn mowers to a customer, which are 
priced at $5.00, $7.50 and $10.00, respectively. To 
the uninitiated the three machines look pretty much 
alike. 

How are you going to convince your man that the 
$10.co machine is worth $5.00 more than the $5.00 
machine, and $2.50 more than the $7.50 machine? 

Certainly not from external appearances. For the 
lay mind. would be slow to grasp the import of such 
evidences. 

What do you know about the varying qualities in 
the materials which are used in the construction of the 
three different lawn mowers? 

What can you tell your customer about the impor- 
tant feature of gearing? What is gearing? 

Should a lawn mower be self-sharpening? And 
if so, why? 

Can you tell when a lawn mower is self-sharpening ? 
And how? 

Do you know which of your lawn mowers is ball- 
bearing, or plain bearing? 

How would you proceed to prove it to a customer? 

Which is the better of the two? 

What difference is there between a low wheel and 
a high wheel lawn mower? 

Which would you recommend as preferable to a 
customer? Why? 

Do you understand the mechanism of every lawn 
mower in your stock, so that you can adjust any ma- 
chine properly, and to the satisfaction of the pur- 
chaser ? 

Unless you are familiar with these ordinary fea- 
tures of lawn mowers you are apt to find yourself in 
a very embarrassing position when a customer puts 
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the matter squarely up to you and you fail to give the 
information asked for. 

Few incidents cause more embarrassment to hard- 
ware merchants or their clerks than their failure to 
give an intelligent reply to a question which very 
properly should come within the scope of their knowl- 
edge.

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WHY THE MOST SUCCESSFUL MEN ARE NOT 
SLAVES TO BUSINESS. 


The degree of success which one has attained in 
business is not altogether determined by the volume of 
business transacted with profit or the amount of wealth 
accumulated, says E. E. Whitney in the Michigan 
Tradesman. 

To serve one’s patrons satisfactorily is one phase of 
success; to develop and increase business is another; 
to accumulate a competence, another; to obtain a 
commanding position in trade, still another. But the 
most desirable phase of success is freedom from the 
bonds of business. By this we do not mean able to 
retire from business, but to continue in business as 
its master and not as its slave. 
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There can be no fullness of enjoyment in knowing 
that wealth is increasing and at the same time feel 
that one is so tied down to business that he can not 
use or enjoy his surplus. Instead of the sweetness 
of elation which one should feel who has risen above 
necessity there is bitterness in learning that more busi- 
ness, more profits, more gains mean only more 
burdens. 

There are some natures—some people—who are 
looked upon by others as slaves to business who- seem 


well content. Their minds are centered, wrapped up, ° 


wholly engrossed in the one occupation. Their bonds 
are not galling—not irksome—and seemingly unsus- 
peeted. They are not thwarted in their ambition, be- 
cause business encompassed their entire ambition. 
They are not disappointed in their plans, because they 
have no plans outside of business. They are not 
checked in their desires, because their desires are 
wholly in line with their business life. If there were 
no relatives, no friends, no neighbors who had claims 
upon that individual aside from business his slavery 
would seem to be no detriment. 

There are at least two questions which the business 
man should occasionally ask himself. First: Is the 
purchasing public entitled to all I am giving it of my 
time, thought and energy? Second: Am I entitled to 
any more use or enjoyment of my means than I am 
now getting? 

The only avenue of safety for some people is con- 
stant employment along one line. Any diversion from 
work or business seems to result in lack of interest in 
that work or business and consequent neglect. This 
betokens a lack of self-control. Many a business man 
would be benefited mentally, physically and financially 
by a certain amount of diversion. To feel the need of 
relaxation and forego it because of business demands 
when those demands might be waived without serious 
inconveniences to one’s patrons or irremediable loss to 
the business is evidence of slavery. 

Other evidences of slavery to business might also 
be mentioned: To have no stated hour to begin work 
or take up consideration of business; to have no 
definite hour to end the same. To have no leisure at 
meal time; to always hurry back to business without 
exception or variation; to never take time to chat with 
a friend or customer; to never let anything except 
business intrude in business hours or into business 
communications; to be always and ever, whether in 
the store, on the street, aboard a car or train, or else- 
where, prospecting for business, alert for ideas or aids 
for advancing business. 

While it is true that some kinds of business are 
more exacting than others, yet it is not always the 
fault of the business that men are slaves to it. It is 
more often the disposition of the man. The dominat- 
ing trait which occasions business slavery may be 
greed alone; it may be both greed and servility ; it may 
be unselfishness—a willingness to serve others without 
thought of personal gain. It may be from lack of self- 
assertiveness—yielding to others when one realizes 
that the demands of his patrons are unreasonable. It 
may be from failure to realize the due proportion 
which business should hold in relation to other in- 
terests. 


Every normal man should have other interests. Th. 
boy problem would be far less serious if fathers who 
are slaves to work and business would devote more 
time at home in an endeavor to be more companion- 
able to their sons, to more often exert parental author. 
ity, to counsel and to guide. 

Business slavery may be a habit continued by one 
who has felt the necessity of devoting all his energy 
to carrying on his business until well established. He 
seems to have forgotten that he now has other obliga- 
tions. How should he be awakened to the fact unless 
he has kind as well as discerning friends? Something 
he reads may cause him to investigate himself, byt 
more likely if he ever realizes his condition it will 
come through loss of health, lack of interest, a sense 
of disappointment, dissatisfaction with things in 
general. 

A slave to business may be a useful and honorable 
member of society, but he is not the most successful. 

We leave to the reader’s own observation and expe- 
rience to demonstrate the truth of this statement. 
Such a life is not symmetrically developed. It can not 
have the breath and fullness and outreaching influence 
which may be discovered in others who are masters of 
and not slaves to business. 

The slave to business may be worthy of our sym- 
pathy and not deserving of condemnation. He may 
fill one place well, but fail if he attempted to occupy 
more. Nevertheless, he is not getting out of life all 
that he might. He needs to get out of the treadmill 
and take a new start. He needs to see as those about 
him see that his slavery is not necessary. He needs 
to learn that he could accomplish as much or more in 
the way of business if he were to break away from 
his bonds and in a free and recuperated condition 
take up his work with zest and satisfaction. 

It may be that some are slaves to business because 
they are illy qualified for such business, and must 
make up in time and effort what they lack in ability.

He should if 
possible learn his limitations without reaching the 
danger point. A break down is the only way some 
ever learn their limitations.

curb thus constructing the part quarter plan. Draw 
the hip line A-B to a 45 degree angle, and then draw 
the line “B” above section “A” and from all points in 


center bar and the jack bar, which are laid out as fol- 
lows. First draw the pitch line of skylight in sectional 
elevation as 2’-2”, and then draw the section through 
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section erect points into line as shown. Now transfer. 


the points in this line to line “C,” and then to line 
“D,” and then to line “E,’”’ which gives you the points 
to draw the hip bar and half center bars in plan. The 
jack bar can be drawn in the same way. Now draw 
the miter lines as the hip bar intersects the center 
bars and the curb and also how the jack bar inter- 
sects the hip bar as shown. 

The next step is to draw a diagonal section through 
hip bar and for this place a paper strip X in the posi- 
tion shown and from all points in the miter line of 
sectional elevation draw lines to paper strip as shown 
by similarly numbered points, and then from all points 
in lower curb extend over points to paper strip as 
shown. Now transfer this paper strip to the position 
X’ which is at right angles to line A-B of hip in 
plan. From all points in miter line A project lines 
parallel to paper strip indefinitely and in the same way 
project them from points in miter line at curb B. Now 
from all points in paper strip project lines, thus cut- 
ting those of the saine number extended from plan. 
This gives you points 1’-1” ; 2’-2” ; 3’-3”, etc. Connect 
these points with lines and you have the diagonal sec- 
tion elevation. Draw the line “F” and transfer the 
points from “B” to it, after which drop points and so 
draw the true section through hip “G” which is used 
as stretchout for pattern of hip bar. 

To lay out the hip bar pick the stretchout from “G” 
step it off at right angles to line 1’-1” as shown, and 
through these points draw stretchout lines indefinitely. 
Now from all points inthe miter lines of diagonal sec- 
tion project lines in the stretchout thus cutting lines 
of similar number as shown in points 1’-2’-3’, etc., and 
1”-2”-3”, etc. Connect these points with lines and you 
have the pattern for hip bar finished. 

The next thing is to lay out the patterns for center 
bar and jack bar. The stretchout for either of these is 
taken from “A” and stepped off at right angles to sec- 
tional elevation, and after the stretchout lines are 
drawn indefinitely lines from miter line are extended 
in stretchout and so establish points 1’-2’-3’, etc., for 
center bar which completes the pattern. One-half of 
the jack bar is the same as the center bar as shown 
by dotted lines for pattern of jack bar, but to lay out 
this pattern drop lines from all points in miter line 
between jack and hip bar in plan to elevation as 
shown; then from these points in elevation project 
points into stretchout in pattern thus establishing 
points to draw the miter cut for jack bar which fin- 
ishes it. 





INGOT IRON. 


Because users of fence wire complained that it cor- 
roded so rapidly as to make it impractical for use in 
many sections of the country, the American Rolling 
Mill Company, Middletown, Ohio, set for themselves 
the task of discovering some process that would render 
iron so pure that it would resist corrosion.

MEN AND MACHINES. 


I spent a day a little while ago in walking through a 
factory. I went past miles of machines—great glass 
roofs of sunshine over them—and looked in the faces 
of thousands of men. As I went through the ma- 
chines I kept looking to and fro between the ma- 
chines and the men who stood beside them, and some- 
times I came back and looked again at the machines 
and the men beside them; and every machine, or 
nearly every machine, I saw (any one could see it in 
that factory) was making a man of somebody. One 
could see the spirit of the man who worked with it, and 
the spirit of the man who owned it and who placed it 
there with the man, al! softly, powerfully, running to- 
gether. 

There were exceptions, and every now and then one 
came, of course, upon the man who seemed to be sim- 
ply another and somewhat different contrivance or 
attachment to his machine—some part ‘that had been 
left over and thought of last, and had not been done 
as well as the others ; but the factory, taken as a whole, 
from the manager’s offices and the great counting- 
room, and from the tall chimneys to the dump, seemed 
to me to have something fresh and human and un- 
wonted about it. It seemed to be a factory that had 
a look, a look of its own. It was like a vast counte- 
nance. It had features, an expression. It had an 
air—well, one must say it, of course, if one is driven 
to it: the factory had a soul, and was humming it. 
Any one could have seen why by going into his office 
and talking a little while with the owner, or by even 
not talking to him—by seeing him look up from his 
desk. After walking through several miles of his per- 
sonality, and up and down and down and up the cor- 
ridors of his mind, one did not really need to meet him 
except as a matter of form and as a finishing touch. 
One had been visiting with him all along: to look in 
his face was merely to sum it up, to see it all, the whole 
place, over again in one look. One did not need to be 
surprised; one might have known what such a man 


would be like—that such a factory could only be con- 
ceived and wrought by a man of genius, a kind of 
lighted-up man. A man who had put not only sky- 
lights in his buildings, but skylights in his men, would 
have to have a skylight in himself (a skylight with a 
motor attachment, of course). If one were to try to 
think in Nature or in art of something which would je 
like him—well, some kind of transcendental engine, | 
should say, running softly, smoothly, outdoors in a 
great sunshine, would have given one a good idea of 
him. But, however this may be, it certainly would 
have been quite impossible to go through his factory 
and ever say again that machines do not and could 
not have souls, or at least oversouls, and that men 
who worked with machines did not and could not have 
souls as fast as they were allowed to. 

A few days later I went through another factory, 
and I came out weary and spent at night, feeling as 
unreasonable and almost as hateful about machines, 
and as discouraged about the people who had to work 
with them, as John Ruskin did in those first early 
days when the factory chimney first lifted its long 
black flag upon the earth, and bullied great cities into 
cowards and slaves, and all the great, quiet-hearted 
nations, and began making for us—all around us, 
before our eyes, as though in a kind of jeer at us, and 
at our queer, pretty, helpless little religions—the hell 
we had ceased to believe in. 

The hell is here, and is going to be here apparently 
as long as may be necessary for us to see it and be- 
lieve in it once more. If a hell on our own premises, 
shut down hard over our lives here and now, is what is 
necessary to make us religious and human once more, 
if we are reduced to it, and if having a hard, literal 
hell—one of our own—is our only way of seeing 
things, of fighting our way through to the truth, and 
of getting once more decisive, manful, commanding 
ideas of good and evil, I for one can only be glad we 
have Pittsburghs and Sheffields to hurry us along and 
soon have it over with. 

3ut while, Jike Ruskin, any one can look about the 
machines and see hell, he can see hell today, unlike 
Ruskin, with heaven lined up close beside it. The 
machines have come to have souls. The machines 
we can see all about us have taken sides. We can all 
of us see the machines about us today like vast looms, 
weaving in and weaving out the fate of the world, 
the fate of the churches, the fate of the women and 
the little children, and the very fate of God; and 
everything about us we can see turning at last on what 
we are doing with the machines that are about us, and 
what we are Jetting our machines do with us.—Gerald 
Stanley Lee.

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STEEL. 


It is the general, although somewhat unfounded 
opinion, that there is an improved sentiment on the 
steel market. It must be borne in mind that we are 
gradually approaching the most trying month of the 
year for this market—July. 

However, the situation must be conceded to be 
problematical. If we are to take into consideration 
the different angles of this market as it now stands, 
such as low stocks and rock bottom prices, together 
with the long period of inactivity and fruitless expec- 
tation for better things. We can readily see that a sud- 
den improvement on this market, although it would 
be unprecedented at this particular time of the year, 
would nevertheless be not only possible but logical 
from a technical standpoint. 

It is the sanguine belief of some who are well post- 
ed in the trade that a tremendous natural awakening 
is not far away on this market. 


During the past few weeks the prices on steel have 
gradually come down to their near possible low point, 
the present quotation being 1.50. 

This price is every bit as low as the low point in 
November, 1911, when it fluttered down to 1.45. 

For we must take into consideration, in forming an 
estimate and making a comparison of the conditions 
obtaining at these different periods, the advance in 
wages made effective February 1, 1913, and which are 
said to have caused an addition of something over 
1.00 a ton to the cost of production. 

The steel market at present time gives a fairly faith- 
ful reflection of the conditions existing on mostly all 
the metal markets. 

A lull is hanging over all the great marts of the 
country which, in spite of the heroic efforts, it has 
been impossible to dispel. 

It would seem that we are passing through a period 
of lethargy, of semi-coma, in a business sense, which 
can only be improved by a natural passing away of 
the present unwholesome condition. 

This will be brought to come about when, for one 
cause or another, sufficient demand has been created to 
inject healthy life into the market. Then, and it is 
safe to say, not till then, shall we witness an im- 
provement worth while. 

Speaking of the expected betterment in conditions 
on the steel market it may be added that the some- 
what fictitious hope is founded on nothing more posi- 
tive or definite than general experience of the past. 

The more optimistically inclined are promising 
themselves bright and sunny skies by the middle of 
June, while the more conservative element are remov- 
ing their prophecies of improvement as far away as 
August. 

Others are playing safe by predicting that the im- 


provement will take place after the November elec- 
tions. 

At the present writing steel mill operations are bare- 
ly reaching between 50 and 55 per cent of the total ca- 
pacity. 

Some of the mills are operating at something over 
60 per cent, while others are following as low as a 
scant 40 per cent. 

None of the mills are operating at a heavy or near 
full percentage. 

Reaching into the sub-division of the steel industry, 
it will be found that the tin plate mills are showing the 
most healthy condition; and even these have shrunken 
from 5 to 6 per cent in capacity. 


TIN. 

The tin market remains generally dull and inactive 
although there has been some spasmodic local move- 
ments in various quarters during the week under re- 
view. 

Low prices are a feature of the eastern market, as 
will be noted by the following quotations: 

Ton lots, 33.45; wholesale for June, 33.15; whole- 
sale for July, 33.20. 

On the London market the tin market has been char- 
acterized by extreme depression during the past week. 

Towards the end of the week a tendency towards 
steadying up was noted. 

It is not to be denied, however, that a great deal of 
difidence is being manifested on the part of heavy 
buyers. In fact, it is not over-stating it to say that 
there is no willingness to sell and to buy at the present 
time on this market. 

In London the downward movement of the past few 
days has served to create no slight degree of inconve- 
nience and as a consequence consumers are keeping a 
fearful eye upon the market situation and would, no 
doubt, not be greatly surprised to witness a further 
depreciation. 

The unsettled condition of this market has result- 
el in a general feeling of distrust. 





LEAD. 

The principal characteristic of the lead market at the 
various domestic points of importance, throughout the 
week under review, has been extreme dullness. 

At St. Louis, Missouri, the market has been lifeless 
and featureless, in spite of the fact that sellers are 
showing some disposition to make concessions. 

Although the market has declined at this point no 
more buying orders are noted than before the decline 
began. 

- Consumers are confining their purchases to actual 
and immediate requirements and are avoiding all pre- 
tense at buying for future needs. 
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rhe lead ore market has exhibited as much dullness 

‘he lead market during the week and although stocks 

che hands of consumers are light there is no dispo- 
-jtion evident on the part of the consumers to buy, ex- 
-epting possibly at such price concessions as would be 
.dvised on the part of the sellers. There is a large 
of stocks in first hands and an abundance of 
metal with which to fill requirements. 

At St. Louis the shipments for the past week were 
smaller than in the week preceding and receipts were 
over twice as large as shipments. 

Receipts of lead for the past week, were in the neigh- 
borhood of 79,000 pigs, being lower by about 3,000 pigs 
than the receipts for the preceding week. 

Shipments for the same period of time, from St. 
Louis were about 37,000 pigs. 

The London lead market reports a distinct change 
for the better and a sudden assumption of activity 
which has dissipated the clouds of depression which 
have hung over the London lead market for some con- 
siderable time past. 
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SPELTER. 

No change is noted on the domestic spelter market 
for the week under review. 

At St. Louis the demand is extremely weak and 
buying continues to be extremely insignificant. 

Prices are slightly lower than last week and the tone 
is considerably weaker than at that time. 

Receipts at St. Louis were considerable heavier 
during the past week than in the week preceding. It 
is also worthy of note that receipts are heavier than 
shipments out of St. Louis. 

Shipments from this point were nevertheless heavier 
than for the preceding week. 

Receipts of spelter were about 97,000 slabs for last 
week as against about 71,000.slabs for the preceding 
week, while shipments from this point were 77,000 
slabs approximately for the week as against 65,000 
slabs for the preceding week. 

The London spelter market, in spite of dullness, re- 
mains firm, 

There is a good supply of stocks in first hands at 
the present writing—something in the neighborhood 
of 84,000 tons. This is an increase of about 10,000 
tons over the April holdings. Stocks are being slowly 
but steadily reduced. 

There is some demand for June deliveries on the 
part of consumers whose stocks have dwindled down 
of late. 


PIG IRON. 

A slight flutter of activity was noted. on the pig 
iron market some days ago, when a number of con- 
sumers whose contracts were running out took advan- 
tage of the very low prices to make purchases. 

As these contracts were ebbing out at the same 
time, the simultaneously decision to buy acted as a 
temporary stimulus—but temporary only. . 

Nothing like a general movement to buy occurred, 
and the pig iron market has slumped back away into 
its former slough of inactivity and semi-coma. 
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Basic is running along at 13.00, and Bessemer at 
14.00. 

The tone of the pig iron market is a reflection of the 
general market conditions. 

It must be said, in spite of the inactivity of the pig 
iron market, that some slight interest is being mani- 
fested, nevertheless, from the standpoint in the way 
of inquiry. 

This condition has been brought about by the fact 
that urgent necessities have been forcing some of the 
consumers into the market, particularly in the east. 

This does not by any means seriously qualify what 
has already been said anent the unhealthy tone of the 
situation. 

At Philadelphia indifference seems to be the chief 


“characteristic of the markets, especially so on the part 


of the consumer end. 

The volume of business done during the last week 
has been small, indeed very few sales have been re- 
corded. Changes in price, on all the various grades, are 
insignificant. 

3uffalo reports an upward fluctuation, due to orders 
taken during the week, amounting to between 18,000 
and 20,000 tons of assorted grades. 

These orders are for third and fourth quarter de- 
livery, for the most part for the third quarter. 

Inquiry has improved during the week under review. 
This, however, has been largely from users who were 
actuated by a desire to place orders under the market 
quotations wherever this might be possible. 

Buffalo melters do not speak glowingly on the sub- 
ject of improvement in the demand for their products. 
Indeed, they are somewhat given to complaining of 
dullness and decline in consumption. Some of the 
foundries have even gone so far as to still further 
reduce their working force because of the depressed 
condition of business. 

Their object is to curtail operations until such time 
as the situation shows some sign of improvement. 

At Pittsburgh little change has been noted from the 
conditions which prevailed a week ago. 

It is true that some inquiry has been noted on the 
subject of the future market, but it must also be 
stated that this inquiry has not been followed by any 
improvement in business in the way of orders. 

Prices are weak on this market, having shown no 
change for the better in the course of the past week. 

At Cleveland there was a flutter of interest caused 
by a spasmodic spurt of activity in basic. 

This condition, however, was soon followed by a 
return to the dullness which has characterized the 
market for some time. 

The lethargy of previous weeks prevails again at this 
writing. 

At Chicago considerable inquiry has been made dur- 
ing the week under review. 

These evidences of possible approaching activity, 
however, have been of a somewhat formal and indif- 
ferent nature as though the inquiries might have come 
from “watchful waiters” whose principal object was 
to keep thoroughly posted on the situation and progress 
of the market.
